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C. D. Oslin 


C. D. OSLIN was born Cosby Dotson OSLIN to Alva Lorenzo OSLIN and Angeline 
Arrabell WRIGHT in October 1858 in Drew County Arkansas just two years after his parents 
came to Arkansas from Cobb County, Georgia in 1856. He was the fifth of ten children. His 
siblings were; Maranda L, Elza Arnett, Sarah (Sallie), Rhoda Irene, Deloula A, Nettie, Emma 
Beatrice, Edgar Moran and Hillie Mae all born in Drew County, Arkansas. 

On 6 December 1881 C. C. OLSIN married Emma Minerva Brown in Drew County, 
Arkansas. To this union were born eight children: Ola Mae, Ethel Leonora, Lena Pearl, Jesse 
Allen, Edgar Dotson, Alva Brown, Jewel Minerva, and Velma Ann OLSIN. After their marriage, 
they lived in Wilmar, Drew County, Arkansas. 

After moving to Crossett, Mr. Oslin became the manager of the Crossett Hotel which he 
ran for a number of years. In 1905 he was elected mayor of Crossett and served in that capacity 
for four years. 

In 1916, C. D. OSLIN was nominated for county Judge and defeated Monroe SMITH by 
eighty-eight votes at the Democratic Primary held in March. SMITH asked for a recount which 
was denied by a sub-committee appointed by the whole committee consisting of W. M. 
CHAVIS, W.W.NUTT, J. D. THACH, B. B. STATON and W. D. CARTER. He appealed to the 
whole committee which recounted the vote and the majority of Mr. OSLIN was increased by 
nineteen votes. 


The County Court under Judge OSLIN abolished all the seventeen road districts and set 
up 


only three, one on the Bayou, one centered at Hamburg, and another at Crossett. Improved road 
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machinery was bought and great improvement made in the road system of the county. Judge 
OSLIN was a diligent Judge and a progressive road man. During his term in office a bridge was 
constructed across the Bayou at Thebes and he met with others from Chicot, Desha, Drew and 
Lincoln counties to discuss the proposed Arkansas-Louisiana Highway from McGehee to the 
Louisiana line running through the Bayou section of the county. 

In 1919, with Judge OSLIN as chairman of the Victory Loan was over subscribed in the 
County. The banks of the county subscribed to such loan as follows: Bank of Crossett $120,000; 
Wilmot Bank $35,000; Hamburg Bank $29,000; Farmers Bank & Trust Co. $1,000; Parkdale 
Bank $12,000; Montrose $9,000; Peoples Bank, Portland $7,500; Portland Bank $7,100; 
Fountain Hill Bank $5000; Total $241,000, with quota of $223,000. 

Judge OSLIN died November 29, 1919 and was buried in Wilmar, Drew County, 


Arkansas.

I saw, heard and felt (and 
smelled) a lot of pyrotechnics that day and other days but suffered 
only fright!

bership and 20 per cent more clerks in order to have the same financial backing that we have had. We feel that every 
dollar put into the Association brings back to you many times the original investment. 


We, therefore, respectfully solicit the co-operation of every good druggist in Arkansas to pay his dues by mail 
at an early date in order that our Secretary, who is also Drug Inspector, may have ample time to inspect drug stores 


and general merchants who handle drugs and medicines. 


We respectfully call upon you to co-operate by sending your check by return mail to the Association.
